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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Lothingland  Rural  District  for  the  year  1 9 64. 

The  Registrar-General's  figures  show  another  increase  from 
17,100  to  17,900  in  the  estimated  population  for  mid-1  964.  There 
were  33  more  livebirths  and  23  fewer  deaths  during  the  year,  but 
these  have  not  greatly  affected  the  rates  per  1 ,000  population,  which 
are  close  to  the  national  averages. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  again  much  lower 
(154  in  1964  -  184  in  1963).  There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  whooping 
cough  in  the  June  quarter  of  the  year,  but  measles  notifications  were 
down  from  134  to  109. 

Only  13  deaths  occurred  in  the  age  groups  under  45  years,  and 
otherwise  the  causes  of  deaths  followed  much  the  same  pattern,  with 
one  third  being  due  to  heart  conditions  and  one  quarter  attributed 
to  various  forms  of  cancer. 

Mr,  Groat,  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  prepared  that  part 
of  the  report  dealing  with  the  work  of  the  Council  as  local  sanitary 
authority,  and  I  am  grateful  to  him  for  this,  and  for  the  help  he 
has  given  me  during  the  year.  Attention  is  again  drawn  to  the  use 
by  holiday  makers  of  temporary  stopping  places  near  the  major 
seaside  resorts. 

I  express  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  to  the  Members  of 
the  Council  for  the  interest  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.
